Morley saya that Parnell's account «f 
what passed on tho same occasion on the 
subject of evicted tenanls on plan of eam- 
paign estates ia incorrect, though ho (Mar- 
ley) foresaw difficulty in tho way of lepiala- 
tion.

THE INDIAN RISING LN AMERICA. 
Tn connection with the telegrams recaived 
to-day frelating overe fighting with Red- 
akins and -sorinus logs on. the part of tho 
American troops, the - following oxtracts 
from American papers may bo read with in- 
terest :— 
Washington, Dee. 1.—Tho reports re- 
ceived at tha War Department to-day from 
eee of throatened Indian hostilities 


arovfauch less favourable than for aoveral 
days, They indicate that. .batween 1,000 
and 2,000 of the Dndians, who refused to 
comé to tho, Rosebud agency in response to 
tho:agents’ orders, havo started westward 
toward what is known as the Bad Lands. 
In thairstampode thay have committed do- 
predations on the cabins and on tho stock 
of tho friendly Indians who wont into tho 
agensy. Tho department will soon have a 
large uumber of troops at ils disposal in the 
Togion whore thy turbulent Tadiuns are 
gathored. The sixth Cavalry is now on its 
way to tha scene, 

Acting Indian Cotnmissioner Belt to-duy 
received a tolegram from General “Broke 
baying thatjall the bueks of the Rosebud 
ageney had Sheon camping, und that they 
hod already mude preparations for march- 
jug to Pinu Ridge ta join tho hostite Indians 
there. This.is completely corroburativa of 
4 dispatch in which it is feared that re-en- 
forcements will strengthon the rauks of dis- 
contented Indians to alarming proportions. 
Their plan of campaign is to proceed to 
tho rugged and impenotrable hills of the 
Bad Janda aud there await an attack by the 
troope, making raida upon the surrounding 
vountry. 

The Secretary of the Interior this morn- 
ing directed that the Sioux Indians be sup- 
pliod with incroased rations +uticient to 
conform to the agreemont made in 1877. 
The appropriations for, sapplies for tho 
Sioux have deercased every year ander the 
supposition that the Sioux were becoming 
more and moro capable of maintsining 
themsulves. Owing, howover, to tho pat- 
tin] fnilure of craps tho last year or two 
and tho restlessness of the Sioux, ‘which is 
bolioved to be in a measure duc to the ro- 
duction of rations, the Secretary has order- 
od an increase. 

Washington, Dee, 2.—Gonera! Miles loft 
for Chicago. In an interview befora his 
departure the General said that he believes 
thut danger was imminent. ‘Tho serions- 
ness of the situation, ho raid, ‘has not 
boen exngyerated. Tho disaffection is more 
widespread than for years. ‘The conspiracy 
extends to different tribes that have here- 
tefore been hostile, but are new iv full 
sympathy with each other though seattured 
over a larger area of country. ‘The causes 
of tho difficulty are ensy of location, Tu- 
sufficiont food ‘supplies, relizious delusion 
and the innaty disposition of the savage to 
go to war muut be held responsible, 

“Aro tho campaign preparations on the 
part of the Government comploto 1!’ wan 
asked. 

‘Nat quito,'replied the Gonoral. ‘Every- 
thing will ho roady in a few deys though 
The troops and supplivs on route will 
be available very apewdily. Al) that is pos. 
sible is being done to eucourage the leyal 
and raduce the number and influenco of 
tho hostile Indians, aud inthis way an 
outbreak may be avoided? - 

Genoral Miles referred to tho great 
uecessity which existed for more cavalry, 
although,” le said, ‘wa have about 2000 
mounted nen, Woe havo plenty of infantry, 
but you cannot eateli mounted Indians with 
whitefuot soldiors,” : 

Flt is not a novel proceeding fur the Ty- 
dians to yo on the warpath at the begin. 
ning of the winter 1’ quariud the reporter. 

“Yea, in some reapeets it is,’ replicd the 
General,‘ Theic argument is good though, 
They are beter acmed now than ever ad 
their supply of horses all that coald be 
desired, Every buck has a Winchester cifly 
and knows how to uae it, They ean live 
oneattle, and numerous horse ranches will 
furnish them with fresh stock when cold 
and starvation ruins their mounts, These 
hostiles Lave been starved into fighting, 
and they wall prefer to die fighting rather 
than to starve peaceably, [hope that the 
problem may be solved without bloodshed, 
but such w happy ending ‘to tho trouble 
seems improbable.’
